NEW YORK, April 27.— A gift of $10,- 


000,000 by Andrew Carnegie to provide 
nnnuities for college professors who are 
not able to continue in active service, 
was announced today by Frank A. Vnn- 
derlip, vice president 
of tho National 


City Bank of New York. Professors in 
the United States, Canada and New- 
foundland will shave in the distribution 
of the income of the 
fund. United 


Spates Steel corporation five per cent 
first mortgage bonds for $10,000,000 have 
been transferred to a board of trustees 
and steps will be taken at once to organ- 
ize o, corporation to receive the dona- 
tion. Dr. Pritchitt, president of the 
Massachusetts institute of technology 
and Mr. Vanderlip have been selected by 
Mr. Carnegie to obtain data on the sub- 
ject to be presented at the first meeting 
of tho board of trustees which will take 
place on November 15. Mr. Vanderlip 
today sent the following letter to the 
press : 


FOR DIGNIFIED PENSIONS. 


Mr. Andrew Carnegie has tranfcrrcd 


to a board of trustees consisting, in the 
main of presidents of the most important 
college* in the United States sm.'l Cana- 
da, $10,000,000 first mortgage 0 per cent 
Steel corporation bonds. The purpose 
of tho trust fund Ihns created is to pro- ; 
vide annuities for college professor* in 
tho United States, Canada and 
New- 


foundland who from old ago or other 
physical disability nre no longer in a po- 
sition to render' the most efficient ser- 
vice. It is Mr. Carnegie's belief that this 
fund will not only provide n dignified 
pension system 
for a. body of 
moat 


worthy 
self-sacrificing and poorly paid 


men, but it will be of distinct value to 
the cause of education in offering an op- 
portunity to the trustees of a college to 
retire members of the faculty who have 
inithfully served the institution for many 
years, 
and to replace such men with 


young, vigorous and efficient professors. 
1 am taking the liberty of enclosing 
herewith Mr. Carnegie's letter outlining 
the nature of his bequest. This letter 
was written to the members of the 
board of trustees. The list of trustees 
is also enclosed. All have accepted.

ize a corporation to formally receive the 
bequest. 
The first meeting of the_ board 


of trustees has boon called for Novem- 
ber 15. In the meantime it is Mr. Car- 
negie's desire that Dr. Pritchilt, presi- 
dent of. the Massachusetts institute of 
technology and myself, procM-d to ob- 
tain data." from all the institutions con-

trustees. The bonds which Mr. Carne- 


has so generously donated have n 


even forbidding it, viz., sectarian institu- 
tions. 
Many of these established long ago 
re truly sectarian, but today arc free 


to all men of all creeds, or if not such 
are not to be considered sectarian now. 
Only such as arc under control of a. sect 
or require trustees (or a majority there- 
of) officers, faculty or students to be- 
long to any specified sect, or which im- 
pose any theological test, are to be ex- 
cluded. 


TRUSTEES HAVE FULL POWER. 
Trustees shell hold office for five years 


and be eligible for re-election. The first 
trustees shall draw lots for one. two, 
three, four and five year terms, so that 
one fifth shall retire each year. Each in- 
stitution participating in the fund shall 
east one vote for trustees. 


The trustees are 
hereby given f-ull 


powers to manage the trust in every re- 
spect; to fill vacancies of non-ex-otlicio 
members, appoint legislative committees; 
employ agents; change securities and 
'••cncrally speaking to do all things nec- 
Sssnrv" 
in their judgment to insure the 


most "beneficial administration of tue 
funds.

ST. PETERSBURG, April 27.—Ameri- 


can superiority over foreign rivals again 
triumphs in the complete success which 
has crowned tho visit of Charles M. 
Schwab to St. Petersburg. Mr. Schwab's 
negotiations with the Russian admiralty 
lave resulted in the principle conclusion, 
of an arrangement for tho construction 
of a number of .formidable battleships of 
a typo which probably will startle the 
world. • 


Mr. Schwab left St. Petersburg today. 


The details of the construction of the 
vessels remain to be worked out, but in 
ddition to those which will be built in 
the United States, it is likely that a 
yard will be constructed at a Baltic port 
,o bo manned by Russian workmen, but 
under American engineering and mechan- 
ical supervision, the Russian admiralty 
icing extremely anxious to utilize the 
rehabilitation of the navy for the encour- 
agement of the shipbuilding industry at 
borne, in order to eventually make the 
country independent of foreign yards. 


The. admiralty 
has accepted Mr. 


Schwab's propositions strictly on their 
merits, he having convinced the author- 
ities that he can produce for Russia, 
warships vastly superior to anything 
now afloat, or at present projected by 
any other government. They, will be 
monster 16,000 ton vessels of enormous 
horsepower, and of a peculiar type, com- 
bining the projectile resisting power of 
the battleship, with the speed and wide 
radius of action of cruisers. They will 
be delivered fully equipped as to armor 
and ordnance. 


Mr. Schwab guarantees to create ves- 


sels with 20 per cent higher efficiency 
than any now existing.

NEW YORK, April 27—The Hamburg-

MILWAUKEE, April 27.—Frank G. 


Bigelow yesterday confessed an indebt- 
edness to banks, commercial institutions 
and estates of which he had charge which 
will aggregate between $2,000,000 and 
$3,000,000, and, based on his confession, 
a voluntary petition in bankruptcy, was 
filed in tne United States district court 
which contains the names of as many of 
Mr. Bigelow's creditors as he can remem- 
ber, together with a list of assets on 
which Mr. Bigelow's valuation is $1,419,- 
000. 


By his own admission, his creditors <!i- 


tend all over the United States. One es- 
tate has been looted, his indebtedness to 
the Brodhead estate being $100,000. The 
debt is unsecured. It is also believed 
other trusts held by the ox-banker ha.v!T 
suffered. Those familiar .with the situa- 
tion and with what information they can 
glean from the former banker, fear his 
liabilities will run up to considerably 
more than Sis present estimate, as they 
believe subsequent revelations will re- 
veal transactions of even a more start- 
ling nature. 


NO RECORD OF TRANSACTIONS. 
Attorney Charles P. Spooner, who filed 


tho voluntary petition in behalf of Mr. 
Bigelow, was compelled to make up the 
petition in such a short time that is is 
far from complete and will -necessarily 
have to be amended. So far as could bo 
ascertained, Mr. Bigelow had no system 
of keeping a record of his financial trans- 
actions and the schedule of liabilities 
and assets had to be made up from a list 
made in pencil on half a sheet of note 
paper in Mr. Bigelow's handwriting. Tho 
liabilities as roughly estimated amount- 
ed to $2,200,000. Mr. Bigelow was not 
positive of the names of some of his 
creditors, nor of the nature of some of 
the companies and had nothing at hand 
to refresh his memory, so the attorney 
was obliged "to use his. best judgment in 
figuring out what concerns were meant. 


The revelations as to the system of 


Mr. Bigelow in conducting large affairs 
are such as to.^tagger the belief of bank- 
ers, to whom method in such transac- 
tions is as a second nature. The filing 
of the petition in bankruptcy will neces- 
sitate the withdrawal of the securities 
which were turned over by Mr. Bigelow 
to the First National 
bank, as being 


made within four months of the filing of 
tho petition in bankruptcy it constitutes 
an act of preference of creditors and the 
amount which was estimated at about 
$300,000 will be equally divided among 
all the creditors of Mr. Bigelow. This 
will in no way affect the bank, however, 
as the guarantee of the directors and 
stockholders more than covers the de- 
falcation. 
' CLAIMS OVER A MILLION ASSETS. 


Excluding the face value of the life in- 


surance policies the estimated value of 
the assets, according to Mr. Bigelow's 
figures, is about $1,419,000, but Attorney 
Charles P. Spooner, who filed the peti- 
tion, said that undoubtedly these figures 
will be subject to considerable change ss 
soon as the exact value of these assets 
B determined. He said that it was prob 
able that there would be a considerable 
change in these totals, both of the lia- 
bilities and of the assets. 


BIGELOW CALLS AT THE .BANK. 
Frank G. Bigelow paid three visits to 


the First National bank yesterday, walk- 
ing from his residence to the institution. 
On tho way down town he attracted lit- 
tle attention, bowing to the friends he 
met on tho way, but walking with the 
same confident air that has always char 
acterized him. His appearance 
at the 


bank at about 9:45 o'clock created a rip 
pie of excitement .among the clerks anc 
patrons of the bank. The former heat 
of the institution was to all intents and 
purposes the snme cool and collected man 
jf business that he has always been. He 
went directly to hi* former desk to look 
for his mail, unmindful of the fact that 
work for a moment was temporarily sus 
ponded. 


DEMAND EXTREME PENALTY. 
One thing which the directors of thi 


bank arc absolutely determined upon 
and that is that Messrs. Bigolo-w and 
Goll will be prosecuted to the full exten 
of tho law, and that every effort will b< 
made to see that the extreme pennltj 
for 
the offense -with 
which, they 
are 


charged ia imposed. Concerning the dis 
appearance of .Mr. Goll one of the direc 
tors said yesterday: 


"It makes no difference whether Hen 


i-y G. Goll is hiding in Milwaukee o 
somewhere else in tho United States 
The United States government official 
are after him, and the only way ho can 
get away is to be buried in the eart!

BORN LN NEW YORK STATE. 


Few men were better known in Racine 


:ounty and southern Wisconsin than Ho- 
-atio T..Taylor. He was born in Batu- 
•ia, Gcnessce county. New York, on tho 
3th day of June, 1827, and came from 
N'ew England parentage. His father was 
George E. Taylor. The'boyhood days of 
deceased were passed mid play .and work 
and he was fitted for life's duties by an 
academic education acquired at the aca- 
demy in Rochester, N. Y.. and that of 


llafencc. Hollow, near Buffalo. 
In the year 1841, when but 14 years 


of age, be camo to Racine and entered 
-upon -his-businesi' career in the west .as 
salesman for the firm of Lee & Dickson, 
general merchant?, proprietors 
of the 


inly mercantile house of prominence in 
;he* city. The town had only been laid 
out a few weeks and was virtually a vil- 
age. 


IN PROVISION BUSINESS. 


For ten vears he was with this house. 


In 1S51 he" engaged in the grocery and 
jrovision trade opening' one of the first 
stores of that kind of note and was in 
that bueiness thirty years, having met 
with great success. 


It was in 1S57 that Mr. Tnylor accept- 


ed a position as underahoriff of Racine 
county, serving four years, when in the 
Fall of 1860 he was elected sheriff, enter- 
...„ upon his duties January 1. 1S61. 
While serving as undorfheriff he was also 
deputy United States marshal. 


In the fall of 1862 he was elected to 


the lower house of the Wisconsin legis- 
lature and served during the sessions of 
1863 and 1864, being a member of several 
.mportnnt committees, for many years 
he served as a member of the board of 
education and county board of sup.ervis- 
rs. 
In political sentiment Mr. Taylor was 


ji anti-slavery Democrat until the repeal 
of the Missouri Compromise, when 
he 


ceased all relations with that party and 
at the formation of the Republican party 
he was among the first to tender his al- 
legiance to the new organization.

have been dropped to $2,700 per year. The 
city controls and takes the revenues from 
water users and on that part of the deal 
there'is a net revenue of over $ROO per 
year. The operation of the works cost 
last year $2,574 and revenues were $3,-

were leased out to operating companies 
the government will still be held respon- 
sible, whenever trouble might occur. But 
if government nnd state ownership means 
anything, it means certainly government 
and state operation. The government 
nnd the state own in the first place, and 
in the first granting of franchises pro- 
visions can then, and should be made, for 
proper compensation from the corpora- 
tions upon whom are conferred these in- 
valuable franchises. Government owner- 
ship means the operation of the govern- 
ment's own rights instead of granting 
franchises to others to operate. 


PROTECT ALL ALIKE.

But why a law intended to 
protect one special avocation should not 
equally protect nil other avocations from 
predatory sharpers and.dead bents, is not 
understood.

road. 


It is through proxies that prominent 


men worth millions have for years con- 
trolled powerful corporations. If every 
railroad was obliged to give personal no- 
tice to every stockholder of any descrip- 
tion of sinck. and further give them free 
transportation to place of meeting and 


for the purpose of seeing no one get it 
pension that was not reasonably entitled 
to one.

A STOUT BILL.

servant, relating to the business of their 
employers or of their trust, commits a 
penaroflfense and on conviction will be 
fined a limit of $10.00 or a maximum of 
$500, still further may be imprisoned for 
a year. This law would necessarily inter- 
fere with the tipping habit, for favors 
obtained by tipping of course arc done at 
the expense of the employers. This re- 
pult however was hardly in the mind of 
the up state senator who evidently is 
gunning after bigger game. 


MAY BE SIISTAKEJf.

In event of disaster overtak- 
ing any bank in which he owns stock the 
corporation with its limited capital has 
to stand the loss. The'capitalist's loss is 
limited to his stock holdings in the limit- 
ed liability corporation."

There is no 
law anywheres that is enforced by the 
government more relentlessly than is the 
national banking law, and it is only this 
very fact that insures the faith of the 
people in the system.
